TEWKSBURY — The 
Town Clerk’s Office will 
soon be mailing a “Voter 
Confirmation Notice” to 
all registered voters who 
have either not returned 
their Annual Town Census 
form or who were noted on 
their census form to have 
moved (but failed to pro- 
vide. a signature).

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Mental health needs more 
important than ever

Several years ago, I found 
myself being asked to be 
on the Mystic Valley Men- 
tal Health Board based in 
Lexington and volunteered 
to do so. I learned so much 
from some great folks on 
the major issues of mental 
health and more specifical- 
ly how little attention this 
was being given in the 
press. 

While not an expert 
then, nor am I one nov, I 
found myself learning 
more and more everyday 
including being shown 
numbers on the increas- 
ing population of mental 
health cases among all of 
the age populations. The 
real side part of what I 
learned was how little 
the financial and staff as- 
sistance there was for 
those who need help. One 
can find great workers in 
this field out there but 
for the most part these 
folks are under-compen- 
sated and in my mind un- 
der-valued. 

As the years have pas- 
sed for me over a couple 
of decades, I see a large 
increase in the needs of 
our school-age population 
who now need attention 
as we are coming off this 
pandemic. As Jen Murray 
of the Effective School 
Solutions group com- 
mented recently; “aS stu- 
dents return to full day in 
person schooling, they 


‘will’ need mental health - 


support due to the impact 


of the COVID-19 pandem-’ 


ic. Many students will 
exhibit intense or more 


intense behaviors, and 
teachers. will require a 
new set of skills to sup- 
port social-emotional well- 


ness.” 


Now, through the lens 
of a long-time superinten- 
dent, I feel that the time 
is more than right for 
more extensive work at 
the social and emotional 
level in school-based pro- 
grams similar to those 
that have been in opera- 
tion for many school dis- 
tricts over the past dec- 
ade. As is the case for ad- 
ult workers in this. vital 
area, staff brought aboard 
to school districts need to 
be trained well and com- 
pensated accordingly in 
compliance with local 
contracts. 

While we are aware of 
the problems with the so- 
called “learning loss” for 
students coming off the 
pandemic in academic 
areas, we need to be up 
front and very serious 
about handling some of 
the social and emotional 
issues that many see ema- ° 
nating from students over 
this most strange time 
that we have seen in the 
past year. 


SAD TO REPORT that a 
medication called Aduca- 
numab which has been 
the subject of this column 
and numerous front page 
stories as being a game- 
changer in the mental 
health battle in fighting 
Alzheimer’s may be too 
costly, even if approved. 
The problem according to 
most recent reports is 
that even if the drug is ap- 
proved there will be prob- 
lems in getting it to the 
people who. need it most. 
The medication is being 
produced by Cambridge- 


based firm Biogen and 
for some time has been 
the subject of some ques- 
tions. —~ 

The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration is projected 
to come up with a ruling 
on the medication by June 
7 to determine whether 
the drug could go on the 
market. The medication 
is thought to slow the 
progression of Alzhei- 
mer’s in people who show 
early signs of cognitive 
impairment. Reports state 
no other drug really does 
that. Rand corporation es- 
timates that 88 million 
Americans 55 and older 
may be eligible for initial 
screening. 

The finances for the 
medication have not been 
set but one analyst in the 
Bloomberg News story 
estimated the drug could 
cost $30,000 per year. Ob- 
viously, questions come 
up in terms of whether 
the health plans will pay 
for the treatments and 
whether Medicare can 
handle payment or whe- 
ther there will be enough 
capacity at infusion sites 
or imaging centers to 
meet the demand. 

The other very serious 
question on top of this is 
whether the drug will be 
approved at all as there 
have been some conflict- 
ing opinions among the 
experts and panels re- 
porting to the FDA. Na- 
turally, the hope is that if 
research shows success 
and FDA approval is giv- 
en, some process of pay- 
ment can be reached to 
battle the huge problems 
encountered by patients 
and family members.

TEWKSBURY — The

A tremendous _ three-

team as a junior. 

In addition to that, as a

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - When 
he was enshrined into the 
Wilmington High School 
Athletic Hall of Fame in 
1991, the opening sentence 
of his biography read 


“Frank Kelley is the 
Father of Wilmington 
High School. Track.” 


Those words have forever 
been so true, and will for- 
ever stay true in the 
future days as the town of 
Wilmington that Kelley 
loved so much will always 
remember the long time 
teacher/coach and most 
of all dear friend. Kelley 
at the age of 87, passed 
away on Friday. ° 

The overview of his 
coaching career is 
extremely long and 
impressive and we'll prob- 
ably barely scratch the 
surface of it in this arti- 
cle. Kelley started the 
WHS outdoor track pro- 
gram in the spring of 
1958, before starting the 
cross-country program 
that fall, before the indoor 
track program was start- 
ed by the legend himself 
formally in 1968. Kelley 
coached 36 years and over 
83. seasons between the 
three sports, won league 
and state titles and also 
had individuals win class 
titles. 

He was: inducted into 
both the WHS Athletic 


Hall of Fame and then the 
Massachusetts State 
Track Coaches 


Association's Hall of 
Fame in 1990. For the past 
15 years, there's been up 
to 12 student-athletes 


across the state who have ° 


received the “Frank 
Kelley Adversity Award”, 
while the MSTCA organiz- 
es the “Frank Kelley 
Invitational Cross- 
Country Meet” every fall. 

His wins as a coach were 
never counted or kept. He 
never, once for a single 
second every cared. about 
that. All he ever cared 
about were the lives of the 
Wilmington High School 
kids. It didn't matter if 
they ran cross-country or 
track, played basketball, 
played the drums in the 
band, were off smoking in 
the bathroom, were flunk- 
ing his math class, or 
were the students he 
never coached or taught, 
he made sure he knew 
who you were and he 
made sure you stayed on 
the right path all the 
while hearing some long 
story he told, some corny 
jokes he told but more 
importantly he made sure 
that every single person 
he came across _ felt 
important. 

“All I can say is that 
(Mr. Kelley) cared about 
everyone the same,” said 
former cross-country cap- 
tain Paul Maiella. “That 
is‘ what I will always 
admire most. He walked 
the halls everyone 
September looking for 
kids to try running. It did- 
n't matter there back- 
ground or what type of 
athlete they were. He was 
more than a great coach. 
His passion for his kids 
was so obvious. Over 30 
years later since my first 
cross-country practice in 
September of 1984 is a day 
I always think about. I ran 
to the Wildwood School 
and back with a pair of 
high-top basketball sneak- 
ers, shorts and a polo 
shirt because I didn't 
have anything else. 

“T know he affected hun- 
dreds of students and I 
am no different. He lived 
an amazing life and will 
be deeply missed. The 
other thing that I was 
always amazed by was he 
never forgot a name. 
Even years later seeing 
him around town at the 
local races and_ half 
marathon. He always new 
your name and remem- 


bered everything. He 
remembered my injury. 
my junior -year and 


always talked about it 
when he saw me. Who 
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does that? He was special 
as you know.” 


CROSS-COUNTRY 


Kelley started up the 
cross-country program in 
1958 and served as the 
head coach until the mid 
1990s, except missing one 
year with school adminis- 
tration duties. The pro- 
gram started out with just 
boys until girls joined up 
in the early 1970s, accord- 
ing to the WHS Hall of 
Fame program. In the 
first meet back in 1958, 
Wilmington faced Woburn 
in downpour rainy condi- 
tions and were defeated 
15-50. But two years later, 
Kelley's work with the 
program was evident_as 
Ronnie and Dixon Knight 
finished fourth and ninth 
in the State Class Meet. 

That progress continued 
through the 1970s as the 
team finished in second 
place in both the league 
and State Class C.stand- 
ings. The highlights dur- 
ing the 1980s decade 
included second place fin- 
ishes in the league stand- 
ings in both 1984 and 1985, 
and then on the female 
side, the emergence of 
Hall of Fame Athletes 
Mary McNaughton and 
Andrea Hayden, who 
broke numerous records 
and were well known 
across the state for their 
excellence. In 1990, Kelley 
was named 

Kelley stayed on as 
coach of the cross-coun- 
try programs through the 
early 1990s before Bob 
Cripps nd then Tom 
Bradley took over the 
reigns. 

“T had the 'pleasure"'of 
driving Frank to and from 
practice for four to five 
years,” recalled Bradley. 
“For driving Frank, I 
received a terrific coach 
at a bargain price to work 
with throwers and anyone 
else that needed help. On 
days I felt like things were 
piling up on me, I just had 
to look at Frank at his age 
and with his impediments 
still make it to practice 
and work with the team 
and love every minute of 
it. I heard at least a one 
thousand stories of Frank 
and athletes at 
Wilmington through the 
years and wish I had ten 
percent of the dedication 
and stamina he had for 
Wilmington sports.” 


INDOOR TRACK 


The indoor track pro- 
gram wasn't formally 
accepted by the school 
committee until 1968 but 
before that Kelley organ- 
ized informal teams and 
those teams competed in 
informal meets. 
Wilmington competed in 
the Northern Essex 
League before the 
Merrimack Valley 
Conference was formed. 
Among the coaching high- 
lights for Kelley came in 
1975 when he led the 
Wildcats to a Northern 
Area Championship Title, 
as well as the program's 
first Class Championship 
led behind athletes like 
Rick McCully, Tim Nee, 
Ian MacInnis, Doug 
Spring, Jim Busby, 
Robert Sferrazza, Tony 
Gravellese, Dana 
Roueche, Bob Reid, Don

Capone, Steve Conville, 
Mark Blaisdell, Dave 
Cain, among many others. 
McCully and Sferrazza 
would later join Kelley 


into the WHS Hall of 


Fame. 

The 1986 boys squad also 
had a successful season 
behind Eric and Kevin 
Cripanuk. Then on the 
female’ side, 1983 team 


won the MVC Small 
School Championship 
title. 


“My father (Hugh) intro- 
duced me to Mr. Kelley 
when I was 14 (years old) 
and about to enter high 
school,” recalled another 
fellow WHS Hall of Fame 
Athlete Heidi Wiberg 
Hastings. “My dad and I 
were both excited about 
me joining the track 
team. I remember meet- 
ing (Mr. Kelley) and was- 
n't sure how I felt about 
his foreboding persona at 
first, but soon learned 
there was a_ jokester 
underneath. He recom- 
mended I run cross-coun- 
try to get in shape for the 
sprints I so desperately 
wanted to run. So after a 
grueling fall cross-coun- 
try season, I approached 
him an anxiously asked 
when sign ups were for 
the girls Winter Track 
team. Much to my shock, 
he informed me that there 
wasn't a girls Winter 
Track team, only a boys 
team! But after seeing 
the completely look of dis- 
appointment on my face 
and hearing how badly I 
wanted to run the 50-yard 
dash, he looked at me 
with that real serious look 
he often gave the kids, 
and said, 'Well, Heidi, if 
you come to all the boy's 
practices and do all the 
boy's workouts, I'll let you 
compete on the team.' 
And I did, and he kept his 
promise and I became the 
first girl on the boys 
Winter Track team. 

“J competed in the 50 
despite a lot of strange 
looks from all the other 
boys. I always came in 
last, but my dad told me 
that's because the boys 
were so scared to lose to a 
girl that I made them run 
faster. I didn't care - I just 
loved sprinting more than 
anything, and I've always 
been grateful that Mr. 
Kelley gave me _ that 
chance.” 

Kelley was the coach 
from 1968 and again 
through the mid 1990s 
before Cripps took over as 
the boys coach, while the 
girls program had a num- 
ber of different coaches 
over the years. A few 
years before he stepped 
down as coach, Kelley 
coached Jennifer Caira 
Bolanos in all three pro- 
grams, cross-country, and 
indoor and outdoor track. 
The strong relationship 
started before she gradu- 
ated from WHS in 1992 
and stood to present 
before his passing. 

“Mr. Kelley had such a 
special way about him,” 
she said. “Playing a sport 
in high school was cer- 
tainly nothing I ever con- 
sidered, but he was able 
to convince me to give it a 
try. It turned out to be one 
of the best decisions I 
made. I still enjoy going 
out for a run today. Mr. 
Kelley treated everyone 


on his team equally. He 
worked to bring out the 
best in everyone. I dis- 
tinctly remember running 
the anchor leg in a winter 
track meet. People were 
leaving the field house 
and getting ready to 
board buses. Our team 
had been lapped and I 
was still running. Mr. 
Kelley stood and cheered 
for me as if I were win- 
ning the race. He was 
truly a special person who 
always had a story to 
share or a joke to tell. He 
left an indelible mark on 
Wilmington. It was a priv- 
ilege to be a member of 
his track team.” 


OUTDOOR TRACK 


The spring teams is 
where Kelley really made 
a mark, in terms of team 
and individual success. 
The boys program started 
in the spring of 1958 with 
an opening meet against 
Bedford. Wilmington lost 
that meet but later that 
season beat the same 
Bedford team by over 30 
points. Frank Monroe was 
the first elite athlete back 
then before Jon Fairfield 
became the program's 
first state and New 
England Champion in the 
early 1960s. 

Then in the mid 1970s, 
Wilmington Track went to 


another level. The 
Wildcats first stopped 
Andover's unbeaten 


streak of 93 wins during 
the 1974 season before 
going on to win the Class 
Championship Meet and 
finishing second at the 
All-State Meet to’ 
Brockton, losing by a sin- 
gle point. The Wildcats 
captured the Class 
Championship once again 
in 1975. 

Later on, in 1986, Matty 
Phillips finished in the top 
ten nationally in the 
javelin, while that '86 
team went on to win the 
MVC Small School 
Division title. 

On the female side, 
McNaughton, Hayden, 
Wiberg and Margaret 
Mooney were some of the 
elite runners to go 
through the program dur- 
ing the 1980s and in the 
field events Janet 
O'Reilly set the school 
record in the javelin in 
1978 only to have her sis- 
ter Deidre break it in 
1982. Then in 1983 Cheryl 
Branscombe’ set the 
school record in the shot 
put and discus, winning 


the class meet in the dis- 


trict before the 1990s 
came when current Hall 
of Famer Jennifer Rago 
won multiple Class Titles 
in the javelin. 


KELLEY COACHED 
THEM ALL 


Certainly Kelley 
coached his share of 
champions - no doubt 
about it. But really he 
coached everyone. Sure 
coaches are supposed to 
coach “all of their stu- 
dent-athletes” but in 
track-and-field that's 
impossible but Kelley 
made sure he coached all 
of his athletes, as well as 
opposing athletes too. 

“In the 1980's I was head 
outdoor coach of the 
Tewksbury Boys Track 
and Field Team,” said 
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The WHS indoor track team took fourth place in Class D in the state relay races held at Northeastern University on Feb. 17, 1973. From left, 
Rick McCully, Doug Spring, Bob Reid, Coach Frank Kelley, Tim Nee, Rick Barry, Tom Aprile and Jim Murphy.

Steve Levine. “We were at 
Wilmington in a spring 
dual meet. During the 
Javelin event, Mr. Kelley 
was standing _ there 
observing the competition 
as head coach _ of 
Wilmington. My javelin 
thrower, who was pretty 
good, was having a bad 
day. He fouled his first 
toss and threw way below 
his potential on his sec- 
ond. I noticed after his 
second toss that Mr. 
Kelley had approached 
him and began talking to 
him. A few minutes later, 
our thrower nailed his 
third toss and with that 
toss won the competition. 
After the event, I talked to 
our thrower to find out 
what the conversation 
was about. (The thrower) 
told me _ that the 
Wilmington Coach, who 
he really did not know, 
told him that he wasn't 
approaching the _ toss 
aggressively enough. (Mr 
Kelley) told me (the 
thrower) that I had to be 
confident in my. abilities 
and enjoy the competi- 
tion. I asked the thrower 
if he thanked him after 
the competition and he 
said that the Wilmington 
Coach came over and con- 
gratulated him on the win 
and that is where I 
thanked him. 

“That is what Mr. Kelley 
was always all about. It 
did not have to be just his 
kids that he coached, but 
he was happy when ever 
he had the chance to help 
any student or 
student/athlete succeed. 
The words I CAN'T did 
not exist in Mr. Kelley's 
vocabulary, but that 
whether I failed or suc- 
ceeded, it wasn't because 
I didn't try.” 

Before Levine retired as 
the longtime TMHS track- 
and-field coach, he told 
several stories about 
Kelley, saying that he had 
such a huge impact on 
Levine's coaching career. 
One day in the mid 1980s, 
Levine left a track meet 
and was driving home 
when he noticed Kelley 
was at the side of the 
road, his car was broken 
down. Levine recognized 
him and picked him up. 
On the way home, the two 
started a conversation 
about coaching, and 
Levine uttered the words, 
‘T’m trying to win” and 
Kelley interrupted and 
gave Levine a lesson he’ll 
never forget. 

“That car ride home that 
day -- it was in my first 
year coaching track in 
1984 -- I'll never forget,” 
recalled Levine. “I said to 
him 'I'm trying to be a 
good coach and I'm trying 
to win as much as I can' 
and he immediately shot 
me down. What he basi- 
cally said to. me was 
‘Steve you're going to 
learn that there's not a 
single kid out there who 
doesn't want to succeed. 
It isn't about wins and 
losses, it's about having 
every single kid leave 
your team with their 
heads held high, with a 
sense of self esteem and 
self respect because they 
know that you care about 
them, and that wins and 
losses are not important 
to them’. 

“TJ drove him home and 
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‘Thirty-six years and 83 seasons of coaching for Mr. Kelley

when we go to his house, 
we sat there talking for a 
long, long, long time. 
This is guy is so much 
about kids - Wilmington, 
Weston and Reading, any- 
one that has had him -- he 
may not be a coach any- 
more but the way he inter- | 
acts with the kids and 
making them feel impor- 
tant, I have learned that, 
and if I want to be a good 
coach, I had to realize 
that. He told me that 
every kid who goes out for 
a sport and goes out to be 
on a team wants to suc- 
ceed and if I put winning 
and losing in front of that 
kid, than I would be a bad 
coach. 

“(Mr. Kelley) has had 
the biggest impact on me 
of anyone I've met in my 
lifetime. I told him that 
day I was frustrated about 
not getting success out of 
certain individuals. He 
asked me why I was only 
talking about my best 
kids. He told me I should 
be concerned about kids 
scoring points in life, not 
ina meet." 

This writer called 
Levine on Friday 
moments to share the 
unfortunate news about 
Kelley's passing. Levine 
was officiating the 
Division 4 Class Relay 
Meet at the Reggie Lewis 
Center in Roxbury. Levine 
like everyone else, was 
very saddened about the 
news. Quickly the two of 
us ended the phone con- 
versation and minutes 
later on social media, 
were posts referring to 
Kelley's passing and the 
note that the meet hon- 
ored him with a moment 
of silence. 

“Many people have 
many great memories of 
Mr. Kelley, as do I,” said 
Levine. “But they mean 
more to each individual 
he impacted than the pub- 
lic may understand. I 
believe that in essence 
Frank lived his life the 
way he meant to and as 
we all know, for all the 
right reasons. Frank 
loved to teach, educate, 
and above all, make kids 
understand that failure 
was the first step in suc- 
cess; something to 
improve on to help make 
us all better individuals; 
to appreciate our 
strengths and work on our 
weaknesses. 

“Mr. Kelley was always 
there for the kids he 
taught and coached and 
many of them today cred- 
it a large part of who they 
are today to Mr. Kelley. I 
am a retired coach of 
forty-one years and now a 
track and field official in 
Massachusetts. A large 
part of my accomplish- 
ments and the person and 
coach I was and am today, 
I thank Mr. Kelley for. Mr. 
Kelley will never die in 
our hearts.” 

No, he never will. After 
all he's the 'Father of 
Wilmington Track' but 
most importantly was a 
father to every student he 
ever came across.

Fall 3-2 to Watertown and Stoneham 
Improvement continues to be

WILMINGTON -While 
they remain’ winless on 
the season, it is very ease 
to believe that the first 
win of the season. is 
imminent for the 
Wilmington High Girls 
Tennis team.

Andrew, who in 2019 was 
a member of the WHS sub- 
varsity football teams, 
was asked about the story 
of visiting a boxing gym, 
just minutes after leaving 
the hospital. 

“A lot of people ask me 
how I got into boxing and 
once I get going and tell 
them, they'll say ‘wow, 
you have one of those sto- 
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ries that really, really 
touches your heart and 
shows you how you can 
keep it all going through 
your family'.” 

That family includes 
Stone, who was the cut- 
man/manager for Ruiz for 
20 years, before retiring in 
2005. 

“My Pops is a great guy. 
He has showed me what 
old-time boxing was like, 
he gave me a little taste of 
what it was like with the 
old-times and how differ- 
ent it was,” said Andrew. 
“He used to tell some 
great fight stories, some 
great stories with him and 
Johnny and just life expe- 
riences so I don't make 
those mistakes with my 
boxing career.” 

Andrew didn't make too 
many mistakes in his first 
fight. His opponent was 
given an eight-count in the 
first round, before Andrew 
won by knockout in the 
second. 

“At that time, I was fight- 
ing at 119 (pounds) and I 
fought a kid from New 
York. The first round was 
a little confusing. I had to 
study him out and towards 
the end I got an eight 
count. Then in the second 
round, I just knocked him 
down (and won),” said 
Andrew. ° 

Alex said that when it 
comes to his son, the 
boxer, his knowledge of 
the sport is unparalleled. 

“Andrew is very smart. 
He knows the sport of box- 
ing in and out. If he 
decides to be a fighter, he 
has a bright future. If he 
decides to be a trainer, he 
has a bright future in the 
sport of boxing because he 
knows so much about it. 
He has been doing it for 
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@ Alex Rivera following

sixteen years now. He is a 
boxer and he likes to box. 

“He is tall, he has a good 
reach and the definition of 
boxing is the art of hitting 
and not getting hit and 
that's him. He likes to stay 
outside and tries not to get 
too much, but his style 
works. If he needs to take 
somebody out, he will do 
that. He's a very smart 
boxer.” 

Andrew agreed with that 
assessment, saying taking 
punches is not something 
he necessarily enjoys. 

“T don't like to get that 
much, but I tend to go 
inside. I'm mostly a boxer, 
I stay from the outside but 
I can get myself into some 
battles. I'm more of a jab 
guy. I flustered my oppo- 
nent with jab punches and 
then towards the end of 
the round is when I start- 
ed to bring my power 
punches (to put him 
away),” he said. 

Come Saturday, he's hop- 
ing to have a repeat show- 
ing of that: 

“My dad has an old say- 
ing that ‘if you're ready, 
then you don't have to get 
ready' so everyday I train 
with Jared,” he said. “I'm 
relaxed and ready. I try 
not to think about it that 
much so it's not in my 
head. I'm ready to go, I've 
been training for a while 
and I'm = ready for 
Saturday.” 

Andrew was asked about 
his future in the sport and 
said that he has big aspi- 
rations. 

“T want to continue box- 
ing and I would like to 
turn professional, maybe 
in Mexico. We're going to 
keep fighting amateur this 
year and see where it 
takes us,” he said.

As of 
Monday morning, the 
time,’ place and opponent 
for each of them have yet 
to be announced, except 
it's expected to be held in 
New Hampshire. 

Rivera fought for the 
first time two years ago at 
Dillbough Stadium in 
Somerville and he defeat- 
ed his opponent in the sec- 
ond of three rounds. This 
Saturday will be three 
rounds of three minutes 
each, and Venezia is pret- 
ty excited to make his 
debut and is also hoping to 
come away with the 'W'. 

“T know I'm. going to 
walking in there as nerv- 
ous as anything, but once I 
get in the ring, throw my 
first punch or take the 
first punch, I think I'll be 
warmed up and ready to 
go,” he said. 

Venezia started his quest 
last October. He was sup- 
posed to have an exhibi- 
tion fight last month but it 
got canceled, and now 
with COVID restrictions 
lifted, his coach/trainer 
Alex Rivera said it's go- 
time. 

“Jared came to the gym 
a few months ago. He was 
a little bit overweight and 
stuff like that, but that kid 
works all day, then comes 
to the gym and his com- 
mitment to what he is 
doing in the gym is just 
incredible,” said Rivera. 
“I put him through a very, 
very tough workout which 
I do with my professional 
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fighters. Everyday he is 
on it, he works so hard, he 
never says no and if I say 
one more round, he's the 


first one to say OK. Plus’ 


outside of that, he's a 
great kid, great human 
being and that makes. it a 
lot easier to work with 
him because of the way he 
carries himself. 

“Jared is very strong, 
very, very strong. He is 
new yes, but is meeting 
the sport of boxing head 
on. He's not afraid, there's 
no worries with him, he 
listens to what I tell him 
and he applies it. He is 
strong, he is very strong.” 

When Jared first started 
going to the Somerville 
Boxing Club, he weighed 
over 200 pounds. He is 
down almost 30 pounds. 

“When I started boxing, I 
was around 205 pounds. I 
dropped some weight just 
from the boxing workouts, 
but once I found out that I 
was going to have a fight 
coming up, I dropped 
down to the 176-weight 
class and maybe I'll drop 
down to:the 168 or 165- 
pound class (for 
Saturday ),” he said. 

Venezia said that he 
trains six days a week, 
taking Sundays off. On 
Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays, he works with the 
heavy bag, does some 
power hitting and works 
on his defense. The other 
three days he spends most 
of the time sparring. 

“I'm definitely not where 


I want to be, but I look 
back at my first day and I 
remember being halfway 
though the first and sec- 
ond round (of a spar ses- 
sion) and I was gassed 
out,” he said. “Now I 
don't get that way, but 
there's always something 
you can improve and work 
on. Being around so many 
guys, you learn so much. 
Rashidi Ellis (a highly 
regarded __ welterweight 
boxer) is there and I 
watch his work ethic and 
it's just so motivational.” 

Venezia was asked to 
describe his style as an 
amateur boxer. 

“I use my jab and keep 
my distance and when I 
see an opening, I'll go at 
it. I try to pick my punch- 
es (and spots) and not 
waste anything. That's 
tough to learn because 
when you first get into the 
ring, you are so anxious 
and you just want to 
throw, throw and throw 
and you get halfway 
through the round and you 
tire yourself out,” he said. 

Regardless of the out- 
come on Saturday, Venezia 
said win or lose, this isn't 
a one-time event for him. 

“T definitely want to con- 
tinue to do it (regardless 
of the outcome) and just 
see where it takes me. 
Even if I lose, it'll be such 
a learning experience 
from my first fight. I'll be 
able to gain so much 
knowledge and just take it 
into my next one,” he said. 


Tennis numbers continue to jump 


It’s a good time to be on the tennis courts as nearly 1 million New Englanders played 
tennis in 2020 - a 27% increase over 2019*. Tennis was also found to be the fastest grow- 
ing organized sport in 2020. This is according to recent data from the Physical 
Activity Council’s (PAC) Participation report produced by Sports Marketing Surveys 
in collaboration with the Tennis Industry Association. 

The U.S. Tennis Association of New England launched the ‘I am a tennis player’ 
marketing campaign on June 1, which exists to celebrate all of the new people who 
have come into the sport as well as honoring those who have always loved tennis. 

Forty-four percent of people in the study reported playing on public courts in New 
England in 2020. USTA New England has a Tennis in the Parks program presented by 
Wilson Sporting Goods to introduce new people to the sport across the six New 


England states.

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started playing at 
around age four, with 
their father Utpal intro- 
ducing them to the game, 
and bringing them to the 
Woburn Racquet Club for 
lessons, before they 
moved on to the Willows 
Tennis Club in North 
Andover where _ they 
worked with Wilmington 
High Tennis coach Rob 
Mailey, the club profes- 
sional at Willows. 

Having known the 
Gandhi brothers for so 
many years, and knowing 
what kind of commitment 
to the game they bring, 
Mailey is not the least bit 
surprised to see them hay- 
ing so much success. 

“They are both very spe- 


_ Cial kids. And that is not 


just because they are win- 
ning,” Mailey said: “Their 
character is impeccable. 
They are both straight ‘A’ 
students and they both 
work very hard on their 
game. They are also both 
very modest kids. 
Whether they. hit a winner 
or miss on a forehand, the 
expression on their faces 
never changes. You can’t 
teach that; you just have 
to have it in you. And all 
of the other kids look up 
them.” 

One of the reasons the 
other players likely look 
up to the brothers is 
because as good and tal- 
ented as they are, they 
have also paid their dues 
to become the players 
they are today. Mailey 
certainly recognizes it 
and appreciates the work 
they have done to become 
great players. 

“It hasn’t always been 
easy, especially for Anay. 
It is tough to play number 
one in the Middlesex 
League,” Mailey _ said. 
“But they have worked 
hard to get where they are 
today.” 

Anay remembers what it 
was like to be the under- 
dog, or even to be over- 
matched in some matches 
as a young player. But 
even back then, he tried to 
turn a negative into a pos- 
itive. 

“Tt was very different at 
first, because I had just 
been used to. playing 
against kids my age, and 
then when I was in sev- 
enth grade, I was about 
54 and I was playing 
against a senior who was 
6’3, and I would be looking 
up at him and he would be 
looking down at me,” 
Anay said. “Sometimes, 
though, it could work to 
my. advantage, because 
they would underestimate 
me. “That experience def- 
initely helps, because I 
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have an extra two years 
experience than every- 
body else, and now that is 
kicking in. I feel like I 
have more _ experience 
than any other kid, and I 
think that helps, especial- 
ly in the third set in a 
really tight match.” 

The third set has become 
somewhat of a specialty 
for Anay, who is currently 
4-0 in three set matches 
this season. According to 
Mailey, it is no coinci- 
dence that Anay has had 
such great success in 
three set matches. 

“Nobody in my 21 years 
of coaching has been in 
better physical condition 
than Anay, and he uses 
that to his advantage in 
matches,” Mailey said. 
“He will stay out there all 
day if he has to. That he 
is 40 in those matches 
speaks to the condition he 
is in. He knows what he is 
doing, and he also has 
that never lose mentality. 
That, plus his condition- 
ing is what makes him a 
winner.” 

Anay takes great pride 
in being able to wear 
down his opponent if nec- 
essary, to take that criti- 
cal third set. He keeps in 
great shape in’ the off sea- 
son as well as a member 
of the Wildcats soccer 
team in the fall and track 
team in the winter, and he 
maintains that peak phys- 
ical condition throughout 
the season. 

“The third set will often 
times just come down to 
keeping your stroke tech- 
nique, staying in shape 
and maintaining your 
footwork. A lot of my 
physicality and stamina 
comes from soccer and 
track,” Anay said. “A lot 
of times that really kicks 
in during the third set, 
because 99-percent of the 
time I have more stamina 
than my opponent. The 
strokes and the stamina 
are 50 percent of it, but 
the other 50 percent is just 
mentality. I also just have 
that refuse to lose mental- 
ity. I will not go down in 
that third set without 
fighting for every single 
last point, and honestly 


‘that has made the differ- 


ence in all four of those 
matches.” 

When Anuj joined the 
Wildcats as just a sixth 
grader he was at a major 
disadvantage in terms of 
size and strength. He 
started at second doubles 
before moving on to first 
doubles and now of course 
singles. It took some 
time, but he has gradually 
adjusted, and of course he 
has done some growing 
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Brothers are Aces 
on and off the court 


and maturing of his own. 

“You think of Anuj as 
just a freshman, but he 
has smarts and a skill 
level well beyond that,” 
Mailey said. “In the 
beginning with Anuj, he 
was very little compared 
to the other kids as just a 
sixth grader. We just told 
him no pressure, just go 
out and do your thing. 
But he kept working on 
his game, and now he has 
gotten bigger and 
stronger. He can play the 
full court game now. He 
goes to the net well, but he 
can also hit his long shots. 
He is at the point now 
where opponents are 
thinking about how tough 
he is to beat.” 

Anuj remembers those 
first days with the team 
very well. He also 
remembers the support he 
had from Mailey and the 
rest of his teammates to 
help him adjust to the big 
stage of varsity tennis. 

“The first couple of 
matches I was really 
intimidated by the other 
people’s size, but as the 
weeks went on, I kind of 
eased into it. My team- 
mates really helped a lot, 
taking all the pressure off 
me,” Anuj said. “That 
experience helps me now. 
And this year has been 
good, because a lot of 
other teams lost their sen- 
iors, so I am_ playing 
against a lot of kids my 
age, except I have two 
more years’ experience 
than most of them do.” 

This year has been good 
in many ways for the 
Gandhi brothers, as well 
as. the team in general. 
And while neither wants 
to look too far ahead, it is 
rather difficult to not 
think about the possibility 
of an undefeated season, 
both as individuals as well 
as a team. : 

“The season isn’t over 
yet, so we can’t celebrate 
this early, but I think the 
team is very proud of 
what we have done far,” 
Anuj said. “We put in a lot 
of work through practices 
and everything else, so we 


-are looking at this season 


as sort of a reward.” 

That reward is in some 
ways even more meaning- 
ful to Anay, who had been 
part of several Wildcats 
teams that had struggled 
prior to going 6-12 in 2019 
and qualifying for the 
post-season via the 
Sullivan Rule. He has 
enjoyed being part of such 
a winning team this sea- 
son. 

“Coming from a 4-12 or 
5-11 season my first couple 
of years, seeing this team 
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Anuj Gandhi (above), is a freshman and 9-0 this season thanks to shots like this, and 
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his brother Anay is also undefeated behind strong backhand shots. 
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grow and helping this 
“team improve to be unde- 
feated so far, and hopeful- 
ly to finish the season 
undefeated, it is a great 
feeling to know that you 
were part of the journey 
the while way, and you 
helped contribute to the 
success of the team,” 
Anay said. “A lot of the 
credit for that goes to 
coach Mailey. He has

Oberg sends © eeedel 
messages to a young girl

Scott Oberg and Julia

By JACK ETKIN 
rockies.mlblogs.com 
Baseball writers do not 
ask players for auto- 
graphs. It’s highly unpro- 
fessional, completely 
undignified and a blatant 
infringement on the club- 
house access that comes 
with the job. Since I 
began covering Major 
League Baseball in 1981, I 
have asked one player to 
autograph a_ baseball. 
That was Rockies reliever 
Scott Oberg. The reason, 
for better or worse, dealt 
with family. Namely, my 


daughter, Julia, who 
shares a medical bond 
with Oberg. 

He responded’ with 


thought. and care, not sur- 
prising to anyone who 
knows Oberg, and pro- 
duced a keepsake base- 
ball filled — yes, very 
much filled — with words 
that were heartfelt and 
meaningful to him. 

All of this dates back to 
2016, not long after I 
wrote a lengthy story on 
Oberg for Rockies 
Magazine. Soon after the 
story was filed, Oberg 
experienced blood clots in 
his right arm for the first 
time. Unfortunately, the 
blood clots recurred in 
2019, 2020 and in late 
March in Spring Training 
this year, jeopardizing the 
31-year-old Oberg’s 
career. 

When Oberg and I met 
in the summer of 2016, 
blood clots were not part 
of our discussion. But 
psoriatic arthritis was 
and how Oberg endured 
the disease when he was 
at the University of 
Connecticut. He recalled 
how his badly swollen 


toes “almost looked like 
little hot dogs” during the 
summer of 2010, when the 
disease manifested itself. 
Upon returning to school 
that fall, Oberg described 
the need to keep a cane by 
his bed, how he hobbled 
around the apartment he 
shared with outfielder 
George Springer, now 
with the Toronto Blue 
Jays, and how he walked 
around campus at “a tor- 
toise pace” without the 
cane. 

He was then 20 years old 
and said his future was 
clouded by “a lot of dark- 
clouded thoughts.” Not 
about whether he would 
be able to continue play- 
ing college baseball, or 
get drafted, or reach the 
big leagues. No, Oberg 
wondered whether he 
ever would walk again 
without pain. Was this 
something he was going 
to have to deal with for 
the rest of his life? Could 
the situation be con- 
trolled? Fortunately, it 
could, once the proper 
medication. was__ pre- 
scribed, and that 
occurred toward the end 
of 2010. Oberg underwent 
Tommy John surgery in 
April 2011, another set- 
back while at UConn but 
one that seemed almost 
incidental by comparison. 

I listened to Oberg and 
told him about my daugh- 
ter, then nearing her 16th 
birthday and dealing, for 
about half her life at that 
point, with a similar 
arthritic condition that 
caused her to cope with 
pain that came and went 
in various joints. 

I filed the story for 
Rockies Magazine in 
early August. Less than 
two weeks later, on Aug. 
19, Oberg’s 2016 season 
ended because of blood 
clots in his right arm. 
When he recovered from 
surgery and was back 
with the team a few 
weeks later, I dropped all 
pretense of professional- 


ism and asked Oberg if he 
would sign a ball for my 
daughter. She is by no 
means an ardent fan, but 
I thought her medical kin- 
ship with Oberg would 
make the autographed 
ball meaningful. 

Oberg understood and 
readily agreed with my 
request. Several days 
passed, and there was no 
ball. I wasn’t about to ask 
again and be a complete 
pest. I also knew that 
Oberg was particularly 
conscientious and atten- 
tive. When doing the story 
for Rockies Magazine, 
Assistant Director of 
Player Development 
Chris Forbes recalled how 
in Spring Training, when 
the Minor  Leaguers 
attended a meeting about 
their health insurance, 
Oberg was the rare player 
who actually listened. 
When told of Forbes’ com- 
pliment, Oberg self-dep- 
recatingly said he had to 
listen to learn whether 
the medicine he was tak- 
ing was covered. 

So I waited for Oberg. 
When he told me he had 
the ball for my daughter, 
instantly, I saw why ful- 
filling my request took 
some time. I was expect- 
ing to receive a ball that 
simply read, “Best wish- 
es, Julia. Scott Oberg.” 


That would have been | 


quite sufficient. But the 
ball Oberg signed was 
carefully and completely 
covered with writing. It 
was the autograph equiv- 
alent of War and Peace. 

The ball was dated 
9/19/16 with a greeting 
“To Julia” and signed 
“Scott Oberg 45.” He 
wrote, “These are a few 
passages that have helped 
me when faced with 
adversity. Best of luck, 


and I will be thinking of | 


you.” 

Between one set of 
seams, Oberg wrote: 
“ Just remember: You can 
endure anything your 
mind can make

HAVERHIILL - It was a 
bit of a lighter week of 
work for the Shawsheen 
Tech Baseball team with 
only game on the docket 
since last Tuesday. But 
the Rams certainly made 
the most of their one 
opportunity to get on the 
field, picking up a hard 
fought 3-1 win over CAC 
rival Whittier last 
Thursday afternoon. 

The win pushed the 
Rams record on the sea- 
son to 9-0, with just five 
games left in the cam- 
paign. The win was a lit- 
tle unusual for the Rams 
in that they had been win- 
ning most of their recent 
games in blowout fashion, 
including an 8-0 rout of 
Whittier last Monday. But 
you won’t find Shawsheen 
coach Brian McCarthy 
complaining about the 
final score, as long as his 
team comes out on top. 
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“Every day is a new day 
and when we square off 
against a team like 
Whittier, it is a good 
reminder of that. They 
always show up to play 
and just because you win 
a big one against them 
earlier in the week, 
doesn’t mean the same 
thing is going to happen a 
few days later,”: 
McCarthy said. “It was a 
tight game and it was 
good to see our team play 
in one like that. We didn’t 
tense up, and we battled 
to the end. Down the 
stretch and into the tour- 
nament, there will be 
more and more close 
games against tough 
opponents, so it was good 
to be in one against 
Whittier.” 

The Rams were led by 
another outstanding 
pitching performance 
from senior Ben Powell, 
who went the distance, 
seattering four hits and 
striking out three. Powell 


has been tremendous all 
season long, as has _ his 
pitching partner, senior 
Chris Disciscio, and 
Thursday was no excep- 
tion. Both pitchers have 
put up some incredible 
stats this season, with 
Powell having a 1.80 ERA 
at this point, while 
Disciscio is at 1.96. 
Powell, meanwhile has 
four complete games on 
the season, while 
Disciscio has three. Each 
pitcher is 4-0 on the sea- 
son with a WHIP under 
1.00. 

“Both Disciscio and 
Powell have been work- 
horses for us on the 
mound,” McCarthy said. 
“Their strikeout numbers 
are not eye-popping, but 
that’s not what we preach 
here at Shawsheen. We 
want them to work effi- 
ciently and use their solid 
defense behind them. A 
testament to that is that 
they both have a number 
of complete game wins 
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endurable, by treating it 
as in your interest to do 
so’ — Marcus Aurelius,

Golf is a wonderful sport 
enjoyed by millions 
around the globe. 
Whether you are a low 
handicapper or a weekend 
hacker nothing ruins a 
round of golf more than 
being in pain. Though golf 
may seem like a relatively 
low risk sport we see 
many people in the clinic 
every year suffering from 
golf related injuries.

Common Golf Injuries

Anyone who has suffered 
a lower back injury will 
tell you they can be debili- 
tating. 

Another common golf 
injury is elbow tendonitis. 
This is commonly known 
as “golfer’s elbow” and is 
an irritation of the tendon 
along the inside of the 
elbow. Again, this can be 
quite painful and limit 
your ability to grip and 
swing the club. 

Neck and shoulder pain 
is also quite common in 
golfers. This also can be a 
simple muscle strain or 
more severe tear, disc or 
nerve issue. Pain in the 
neck or shoulder can sig- 
nificantly limit your range 
of motion and limit your 
distance. 


Tips to Reduce 
Likelihood of Injury 
Warm up properly. It is

easy to jump out of the car 
and step right up to the 
first tee, but doing some 
sort of warm up is very 
important. Some gentle 
stretching of your legs, 
hands, wrist, forearms, 
shoulders and back will 
help. Also swinging your 
club a few times gradually 
building swing speed is a 
good idea. 

Don’t overswing. If you 
swing the club too fast you 
place a lot of stress on 
your back, neck shoulders 
and elbows. Relax and 
take an easy swing at the 
ball. The best golfers 
have a slow, smooth swing 
tempo. 

Watch your posture. 
Address the ball with your 
spine relatively straight, 
feet shoulder width apart 
and trunk slightly tilted 
forward. -Avoid hunching 
over the ball as this will 
put excessive stress on 
your joints and spine.

under their belts this year. 
They get outs and make it 
deep in the ball game.”

“He’s been solid in 
the field for us all year at 
shortstop and has now 
settled into the two-spot in 
the line-up, hitting the 
ball with authority every 
time up. After a big 
Whittier game, he is lead- 
ing or second on the team 


in virtually all offensive 
categories.” 

Owen Duggan added a 
hit, a sacrifice fly and two 
RBI for the Rams, while 
Matt Hemenway had a hit 
and a run scored. 

Duggan is now batting 
over .400 on the season, as 
are Connor Maguire and 
Spencer Sullivan, with 
Maguire leading the team 
with 12 RBI. 
Wilmington’s Shane 


. Costello meanwhile is bat- 


ting .500 on the season. 

“We have a number of 
players putting up some 
big numbers for us,” 
McCarthy said. “The bats 
are definitely hot at 
Shawsheen this year.” 

The Rams will look to 
remain hot when they 
return to action on next 
Monday and Thursday for 
a pair of games against 
Northeast, hosting the 
Knights on Monday and 
taking to the road for a 
rematch on Thursday.

BILLERICA -- The 
Shawsheen Tech Softball 
team suffered three tough 
losses this past week, 
dropping their record on 
the season to 2-5.

The Rams started their

The game was a pitch-

BILLERICA - Their two 
most challenging meets of 
the season still likely lie 
ahead of them, but there 
is little doubt that the 
defending (2019) CAC dual 
meet champions are once 
again one of the teams to 
beat in the CAC. 

The season may only be 
half as long, with the 
Rams competing in only 
five meets as opposed to 
the usual ten, but the 
results remain the same 
for the Rams, who after 
posting a perfect 10-0 
record in 2019, are off to a 
3-0 start this season after 
an exciting 71-65 win at 
home over Greater Lowell 
last Thursday afternoon 
at the Charles H. Lyons 
Athletic Complex. 


The Rams had several 
outstanding performances 


along the ‘way on their . 


way to the narrow win 
and one the best of the 
day, as he has been all 
season, was senior co-cap- 
tain Alex Smith. Smith is 
in the midst of another 
outstanding season for the 
Rams, excelling in not 
only his specialty races 
like the one mile and 800 
meters, but also with his 
new found excellence in 
the triple jump and long 
jump. 

Last Thursday was no 
exception, as Smith 
earned three second place 
finishes and one fourth 
place finish, taking sec- 
ond in the mile, 800 and 
triple jump and fourth in 
the long jump. There have 
been several weeks this 
season where Smith has 


taken first place in both 
the mile and the 800. It 
wasn’t meant to be 
against Greater Lowell 
who may have the best 
miler in the league on 
their roster, as well as the 
best 800 runner, but Smith 
holding off all other com- 
petitors to earn second 
place in both events, as 
well as the triple jump 
provided the Rams with 
some valuable points. 
Smith finished second in 
the mile with a time of 
5:21.93, trailing only the 
Gryphons Albert 
Ferreras, who finished in 
a blazing 4:40.85, and his 
second place finish in the 
800 came in a time of 
2:22.89, trailing only 
another outstanding 
Greater Lowell runner, 
Dante Ocasio, who fin- 
ished in 2:24.83. 
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“You pretty much know 
what you are going to get 
with Alex. He is so con- 
sistent that sometimes he 
is -easy to overlook,” 
Shawsheen head coach 
Jeff McGrath said. “You 
just know that every 
week, you are going to 
have him either first or 
second in the mile and the 
800, or sometimes first in 
both. He ran great (on 
Thursday), but he ran 
against a kid who runs a 
4:40 mile and then he 
came back and ran anoth- 
er great race in the 800.” 

This season Smith has 
also added the triple jump 
and long jump to his arse- 
nal, and has been just as 
consistent in those events, 
providing points in every 
meet. Thursday was 
more of the same, as he 
took second in the triple 
jump to Shawsheen’s 
Tyler Archibald with a 
leap of 34-09.00 and fourth 
in the long. jump with a 
distance of 16-06.25. 

“He just picked up the 
triple jump this season 
and all of a sudden he is 
our second best triple 
jumper and our third best 
long jumper,” McGrath 
said. “The thing with 
Alex is that you are never 
‘surprised that he is doing 
so well, but that doesn’t 
make it any less impres- 
sive that he does it every 
time he goes out there.” 

Another consistent per- 
former for the Rams both 
all season and in the vic- 
tory over Greater Lowell 
has been senior co-cap- 
tain Derek Costello of 
Wilmington, who once 
again won first event of 
the day, the 400-meter 
hurdles, in a time of 


1:05.39, while also taking 
third in the 200-meter 
dash in a time of 24.99, 

Costello’s consistency 
has been huge for the 
Rams this season, espe- 
cially running the first 
event of every meet in the 
400-meter hurdles. 

“Derek is super under- 
rated, and he is another 
kid who is just so consis- 
tent for us that is he is 
easy to overlook,” 
McGrath said. “He is 
great for us, because we 
know we are going to start 
off just about every meet 
with a five point lead. It’s 
like you can just slot him 
in for that, because he is 
super consistent.” 

Costello has also been 
excelling in the 200, but he 
has talked recently about 
possibly switching to the 
400-meters, as it could 
benefit the team more 
with him in that role. 

“Derek has been finish- 
ing third in the 200, but we 
may move him to the 400, 
because with him doing so 


_ well in the 400 hurdles, I 


think he would do very 
well there, and strategi- 
cally I think that could 
help us put up some more 
points,” McGrath said. 
“Derek is willing to do 
whatever is best for the 
team. He is going to be 
sorely missed when he is 
gone. He always puts the 
team first and that is a 
tough thing to replace.” 
One runner who did not 
put up points for the 
Rams, but performed 
admirably in his effort to 
do so.was_ freshman 
Donald Alphonse _ of 
Wilmington, who compet- 
ed in the 400 meters and 
knocked nearly three sec-

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onds off his personal best 
time, running a 1:04.61. 

“It is quite unusual for a 
freshman to be as highly 
respected by his team- 
mates as he is,” McGrath 
said. “He is very well 
liked by his teammates, 
but he is a super quiet kid. 
He just comes to practice 
every day and works 
hard. I just want him to 
come out of his shell a lit- 
tle bit. He is obviously 
doing something right 
with his training and con- 
ditioning. He has already 
shown he has a very high 
ceiling.” 

Other top performers on 
the day for the Rams 
included senior Tyler 
Archibald, who won three 
events, taking the long 
jump with a distance of 
20-05.05, the triple jump 
with a distance of 37-07.50 
and the 400 meters with a 
time 52.65. 

Freshman Zach Rogers 
of Wilmington was also a 
multiple winner for the 
Rams, winning — three 
events. Rogers took the 
200-meter dash in a time 
of 24.43, the 110-meter hur- 
dles with a time of 19.12, 
and the shot put with a 
distance of  34-07.00. 
Sophomore Christian 
Rainone of ‘Tewksbury 
also had a strong day, tak- 
ing first in the 100-meter 
dash in 11.67, as well as 
second in the 200 and 
third in the triple jump. 

The Rams will be back 
in action next Thursday, 
June 10, when they host 
Greater Lawrence, before 
closing out their season 
on the road at Essex Tech 
that Saturday, June 12.

Lyle also grabbed 
a fourth place finish in the 
high jump with a height of 
4-00.00. 

“Hannah is on the come 
up, that’s for sure,” 
Shawsheen coach Jeff 
McGrath said. “She is one 


of those kids that if she 
can stay healthy, she has 
a chance to qualify for 
states, and she is just 
scratching the surface of 
her success. She is some- 
one, who we may have to 
manage her conditioning 
due to her injury, but I 
feel like if we manage it 
properly, she is just going 
to keep getting better.” 

Another young member 
of the Rams, sophomore 
Brielle Pigott, is also in 
the midst of an outstand- 
ing season, and she con- 
tinued it on Thursday, tak- 
ing first in the two-mile in 
a time of 14:03.01, second 
in the 400-meter hurdles 
in 1:23.18. and second in 
the high jump with a 
height of 4-04.00.

Cleaning up Wilmington 
one trash bag at a time

The springtime season 
brings much to New England: 
sunny skies, warmer tempera- 
tures, flowers, and of course 
trash. Wait, what? 

OK, spring doesn’t techni- 
cally bring trash; rather, it un- 
covers it after a long and cold 
(and snowy) winter season. 
How many people have found 
items in their backyard after 
the winter they completely for- 
got about? Imagine that, but 
all over town. 

And, these aren’t items like 
lawn chairs or a baseball; in- 
stead, this is actual trash. It’s 
bottle, cans, plastic, whatever 
people decide to throw on the 
ground or whatever happens 
to just fall onto the ground. 
Fortunately, the environment 
has some dedicated people 
willing to spend time picking 
up all this trash. 

One such person is 14-year 
old Wilmington resident Kyra 
Turner. After participating in 
the Wilmington Memorial Li- 
brary’s Earth Day clean up 
event, she decided to up the 
ante: instead of one day of 
trash pick-up, how about 30? 
How about 30 bags of trash in 
30 days? Therefore, Turner 
and her father spent the entire 
month of May collecting 


enough trash to fill 30 trash 
bags. 

Because she’s still a stu- 
dent (eighth grade going into 
high school next year), 
Turner’s days were pretty full, 
so she and her father spent 
several hours each weekend 
traipsing through Wilmington 
collecting every empty bottle 
and can they could find. 

She’s spent most of her 
time in the woodsy areas of 
town where she’s found an 
overabundance of alcohol bot- 
tles and cans including 100 
whiskey bottles, plastic cups 
from Dunkin’ and just plastic 
in general. 

While Turner admitted her 
younger brother helped out a 
little, it’s been almost exclu- 
sively her and her father brav- 
ing the elements (and some of 
those days were quite warm 
with the teen and her father 
completely covered to avoid 
any kind of bugs or ticks in the 
woods). Of course, this past 
weekend was a soaker, but 
thankfully Turner only had a 
few more bags to collect. 

Her goal consisted of fin- 
ishing out the month, collect- 
ing the 30 bags of trash and 
then advertising what she did. 
She was very adamant she 
wanted to complete the task 
before she asked others to 
pitch in. 

Her mother, Leica, called it 
the “ice bucket challenge” of 
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trash clean up. 


The 14-year old said she ; 


may reach out to her school 
about a trash day and then 


reach out to the town about | 
making something more per- 


manent. Perhaps a month in 


Wilmington dedicated to col- | 
lecting trash and keeping |

Where does the trash go? | 


“The trash goes in the trash 
can every week,” Turner said, 
noting the family has about 10- 
12 bags of trash in their drive- 
way (probably making them 
look like the messiest family 


on the block, except the mess ic 
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belongs to other people and | ~ 


not them). 

Turner said she and her fa- 
ther found some rather gnarly 
items, too, especially under 
the passover on Richmond 
Street and in the water: cloth- 
ing (which she acknowledged 
can be disgusting when wet), 
a mangled traffic cone, a 
wicker basket, and an electri- 
cal circuit breaker box (not to 
mention a lunch box that was 
actually growing saplings). 
She and her father used rakes 
to grab some of the trash float- 
ing in the water. 

In total, Turner raked in 
more than 550lbs of trash. 

She said her father has 
been the navigator suggesting 
places they could go. They 
started at the library on Glen 
Road, then moved onto places 

like the Richmond Street 
area and the West Intermedi- 
ate School. She doesn’t know 
where the dirtiest part is be- 
cause they haven’t hit every- 
where yet (they can also only 
go on town land and not pri- 
vate property). 

Turner said this could be- 
come a twice a year endeavor 
in the fall and spring; how- 
ever, she admitted the ordeal 
is time consuming and tiring. 

“More people would help,” 
she said about recruiting as- 
sistance for future missions. 

The 14-year old and her fa- 
ther not only cleaned up the 
wooded areas, they also 
cleaned up sidewalks and 
roadways. 

For her next trick, Turner 
wants to spread the word and 
hopefully enlist others to 
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OLD FROM WILMINGTON, spent all May collecting enough trash to fill 30 
bags. The teen hopes that her accomplishment will inspire others to cleanup 


their community!

The Met Gala should be so lucky. 

In a spectacular (though sadly fic- 
tional) red carpet moment that easily ri- 
vals Lady Gaga's 2019 Met Gala 
striptease , a sanitation truck arrives, 
ready to offload its trash. But then 
Emma Stone as Cruella de Vil somehow 

emerges fronr the detritus, gathering a 
40-foot-train around her and looking like 
a demented Cinderella arriving at the 
ball — if her fairy godmother were a hy- 
brid of Vivienne Westwood and Alexan- 
der McQueen. 

Her nemesis, Emma Thompson as 
the icy Baroness von Wintour, we mean 
von Hellman, glares. And there we have 
the three main elements that make Dis- 
ney's "Cruella" a guilty pleasure, at 
least for the eyes: Emma S, Emma T, 
and fashion. Killer fashion. 

Let's get out of the way what's sure 
to be the major complaint about this 
film, an origin story for the dog-hunting 
Disney villainess introduced in the 1961 
animated classic "One Hundred and One 
Dalmatians": It's long. No really. It's 
loooong. At 134 minutes, it definitely 
could benefit from a pair of shears. 

But, rather like that 40-foot-train 
garbage dress — kudos to costume de- 
signer Jenny Beavan, the film's true 
heroine — why cut when you have 
Emma Stone in you, giving her all? That

Let's also get the obvious puns out of 
the way: "The De Vil Wears Prada." "The 
Devil Wears Disney." Etc. Yes, there's 
more than a passing reference to that 
very durable 2006 film, which also pitted 
an aspiring young woman ‘(Anne Hath- 
away) against a powerful fashion-world 
ice queen (Meryl Streep) modeled on 
Wintour. Then again, Hathaway's Andy 
had nothing against puppies, as far as we 
know. 

So back to Cruella. You'll remember 
she was brought to life (and live action) 
by Glenn Close in the 1996 and 2000 
movies. This film begins at birth. How did 
she become the frightening figure who 
would scheme to kill puppies to make a 
coat? "If she doesn't scare. you, no evil 
thing will," went the song in 1961. 

The screenplay does not entirely suc- 
ceed in answering this question. The co- 
nundrum: Central to Stone's appeal is 
that we love her, always. Whatever trou- 
ble she gets in, we want her to succeed. 
And so, like her trusty band of friends 
here — Jasper and Horace and Anita 
Darling — we remain on her side 
throughout. But really, is there a way one 
can love someone who will grow up to

them congratulations. 

For the Superintendent’s 
Report, Dr. Glenn Brand 
explained that Wilming- 
ton had met the Special 
Education requirements 
in a number of areas, in- 
cluding graduation and 
dropout rates for students 
with disabilities. He also

would house 136 apart- 
ments, while a larger five- 
story building would be- 
come home to another 309 
units. Various accessory 
buildings and structures, 
including a pool and a 
five-story parking garage 
overlooking the existing 
commuter rail tracks at 


Anderson Regional Trans- - 


portation Center, are also 
proposed. 

The parcel in question, 
bordered on two sides by 
the old city landfill off of 
Merrimac Street and cap- 
ped portions of the Indus- 
tri-Plex Superfund site, is 
surrounded by a host of 
other industrial properties 
that are generally consid- 
ered incongruent with a 
residential use. 

However, according to 
Fairfield Residential Vice 


President Robb Hewitt, 
who hails from the devel- 
oper’s New England office 
in neighboring Burlington, 
the oversized industrial pro- 
perty is ideal given the 
post-COVID-19 world’s de- 
mand for large outdoor 
parks and other green ga- 
thering spaces. 

“We feel this is an oppor- 
tunity to revitalize an in- 
dustrial parcel,” said Hew- 
itt, explaining that in gen- 
eral, oversized plots of 
land like the one off of 
New Boston Street are 
tough to find so close to 
Boston. “Particularly over 
the past year, we found 
our residents appreciate 
and are demanding access 
to open-space in our com- 
munities. We saw that trend 
even before COVID, and 
we think it will continue.”

even more attractive by 
the rebuilding of the New 
Boston Street Bridge, Hew- 
itt added the apartments 
will not only sit next to ma- 
jor employment centers, 
but also be within sight of 
a major transportation hub 
in the form of Anderson 
Regional Transportation 
Center. 

Some of the amenities 
being considered for the 
new Woburn location, 
which will include 356 one- 
and-two bedroom units and 
roughly 44 three-bedroom 
apartments, include:

consistency in their work. 
Not only would they coach 
the two groups through 
the research stage of what 
middle school programs 
should have, they’d also 
help develop outreach to 
the right stakeholders for 
gathering the data com- 
paring Wilmington to 
those standards.
